tical and just result*. This has been the 
common error of all oar statesman wha 
have attempted to provide against the de- 
feat of the popular will in the choice of 
a President, either by the legitimate use 
or by the perversion of the Electoral 
College system. 


The Electoral College system ss a cum- 


bran* machine that in liable to defeat the 
expression of the people even with hon- 
est direction, and opens the way for the 
successful employment of chicanery or 
fraud. The Jefferson-Burr contest of 
1801, the Jackson-Adams-Crawford con- 
test of 1826 and the Tilden-Hayes con- 
test of 1877 all stand aa finger-boards to 
admonish the American people of the ab- 
solute failure of the Electoral College 
system and the possibility of pretest- 
ing it to the meanest «fan« of mean am- 
bition. It is not pretended that any of 
the purposes which were intended by the 
fathers of the Eepublio in creating the 
Electoral College, have been fulfilled. 
Instead of Presidential Electors exercis- 
ing a sound and patriotic discretion in 
the choice of a President and Vice Pres- 
ident, our Presidential Electors are the 
mere puppets of party, and it would now 
cost any one his life if ho were to exer- 
cise his own discretion, however just 
and patriotic, and thereby elect a Presi- 
dent against the wishes ol his party. 
The Electorial College system is, there- 
fore, a useless and dangerous circum- 
locution, and it is the duty of the best 
statesmanship of all parties to unite for

There is a simple and just method by 


which the people could elect Presidents 
without more than a tithe of the de- 
bauchery and demoralization which are 
now common in snob contests, and that 
is for the people of the whole Union to 
vote directly for President and Vice Pres- 
ident, with judicious safeguards for the 
determination of the, legal vote ot each 
State, and declare the men elected who 
receive the largest number of votes. 
There is no reason why a " government 
of the people, by the people and for the 
people should have cumbrous electoral 
machinerr that can accomplish nothing 
beyond the possibility of defeating the 
popular choice; and there can be no rea- 
son, to forbid a direct vote for 
our highest offices or the commission of 
those who receive the largest popular 
support from the people of the entire na- 
tion. Such a system of electing Presi- 
dents and Vice Presidents would end the 
corruption and demoralization which ran 
riot in Ohio, Indiana and other pivotal 
States in Presidential contests, and it 
would moke a Democratic vote in Ver- 
mont or a Republican vote in Mississippi 
as important as any vote in any other 
State. The very best system of elect- 
ing Presidents is the simplest, and the 
simplest system is a direct vote for the 
candidates and the highest popular vote 
to elect,—Philadelphia Timet.

In 
the case, however, where the house 
stands between the tree and a piece of 
water, a pond, well or stream, the short- 
est path for the lightning from the -tree 
to the wet conductor may be throagh 
the house. 


ONE of the most singular mechanical 


operations imaginable is the making of 
gold wire for what is known as gold lace. 
The refiner first prepares a solid rod of 
silver about an inch in thickness; he 
beats this rod, applies upon the surface 
a sheet of gold-leaf, burnishes this down, 
and so on, until the gold is about 100th 
part the thickness of the silver. The 
rod is then subjected to a train of pro- 
cesses which brings it down to the state 
of fine wire, whex. it is passed through 
holes in a steel plate lessening step by 
step in diameter. The gold never de- 
serts the silver, but adheres closely to it, 
and shares all its mutations; it is 100th 
part the thickness of the silver at the 
beginning, and it maintains the same 
ratio to the end. As to the thinness to 
which the gold-coated rod of 'silver can 
be brought, the limit depends on the 
delicacy of human skill. It has been 
calculated, however, that the gold actu- 
ally placed on the very finest silver wire 
for gold lace is not more than one-third 
of one-millionth of an inch in thickness; 
that is, not above one-tenth the thick- 
ness of ordinary gold-leaf.

Seven days have already been flit- 


tered away "by the Demoerats in the 
house of representatives in order to 
stave off the South Carolina contest- 
ed seat case of Mackoy vs. Dibble. 
The case is a typical one in all- re- 
specte, Mackey being a Republican, 
who has been cheated unt of his seat 
by the usual southern Bourbon meth- 
ods, and Dibble standing as the rep- 
resentative of that class of Demo- 
crats who hold that this is a white 
man's government, and that any 
scheme in politics is justifiable, in- 
cluding ballot-box staffing, bulldoz- 
ing and murder, if either or all of 
them will aid in suppressing the ma- 
jority, which in South Carolina is 
made up mostly of colored men. 
The standing committee on elections 
of the house which has had the case 
under consideration for some months, 
and given it a thorough investiga- 
tion, have reported in favor of Mack- 
ey, and this report the Democrats 
declare shall never be adopted or 
Dibble ousted as long as they can 
preventii 


The situation is such that the Re- 


publican members of the house feel 
called upon now to resort to more 
heroic treatment than is usually 
adopted in cases of the kind, and to 
proceed wilh the transaction of the 
public business for which the major- 
ity is held responsible. If they can 
rally a quorum of their own mem- 
bers to day they will attempt to so 
amend the rules that the resources 
of the filibusters will be cut off after 
one dilatory motioa This will not 
be done in any case until there has 
been a reasonable time given for de- 
bate, and the minority has had a 
fair opportunity to state its views of 
the pending question; but it will not 
be allowed to consume days and 
weeks in deadlocks. 


Last winter the British house of 


commons fonnd it impossible to pro- 
ceed with business on account of the 
factions opposition of the minority, 
and after the patience of the house 
and the country had become entirely 
exhausted, they placed a bit in the 
month of their refractory and turbu- 
lent opponents by the enforcement 
of what seemed an arbitrary rule. 
Something similar is necessary to 
prevent Randall, Blackburn, Spring- 
er and company from keeping con- 
gress in session the year round by 
factious filibustering. The Repub- 
licans are in the majority, and held 
responsible for the legislation that is 
enacted, or its failure. Let them 
adopt a severe remedy for the des- 
perate case of chronic filibustering 
now afflicting them, to the great det- 
riment of the public business, and 
appeal to the good sense of the coun- 
try for their justification.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—As soon as 


the reading of the Journal was ended, 
Mr. Heed called up for consideration, 
the proposed amendment to the rules 
prohibiting dilatory motions on the 
contested election case. 


A question of consideration was. 


instantly raised by Mr. Randall, and 
that was followed by a motion of Mr. 
Kenua to adjourn, and by one of Mr. 
Blackburn that when the House ad- 
journ it be. to Wednesday, stating as 
a reason that Tuesday was Decora- 
tion Day. On the latter motion the 
yeas and nays were ordered, and the 
tactics of the obstructionists thus put 
in operation. . 


The vote Oil Blackburn's motion 


was announced—yeas 2, nays 145— 
and the Speaker decided the motion 
lost Thereupon Mr. Randall moved 
that when the House adjourn to-day, 
it be to Thursday next. 


On that, Mr. Heed made a point 


of order, that on the proposition to 
amend the rules dilatory motions 
cannot be entertained 


Mr. Randall denied the right of 


the Speaker to put any such con- 
struction on hisjnotion. 


Mr. Keed proposed to discuss the 


point of order, and suggested that a 
limit be put on that discussion. No 
agreement to that end, however, was 
made, and the Speaker said he would 
not make the limitation less limn an 
hour on «ach side. 


Mr. Keed then opened the discus- 


sion. He claimed that the House 
had, under the constitution, certain 
powers, expressly conferred upon it 
—powers which it could exercise 
without let or hindrance by any 
other body; powers which it could 
not surrender, which it could not 
trade away, which it must perform, 
and the first of these powers'was to 
judge of the election returns .and 
qualifications of its own members. 
This House has been endeavoring 
during the last ten days to perform 
that duty, but had been prevented 
by dilatory motions. The best and 
most orderly way to put a stop to 
that course, was to amend the rules, 
and that was the object now. He 
maintained {he 
proposition that 


wherever .there is a duty imposed 
upon Congress to accomplish a cer- 
tain work, it is the duty pf the Speak- 
er to carry out that rule of law or of 
the constitution."" He cited the ruling 
of Speaker Randall when there was 
filibustering against the execution of 
the electoral count law, and when an 
obstruction was attempted by Spring- 
er, to the effect that he (the chair) 
had allowed this, and had allowed 
that, an 1 had allowed the other, in 
the way of motions, but the House 
was now brought to a point where it 
must act. Mr. Keed referred to the 
decision by Mr. Elaine to the effect 
that, pending a proposition to change 
the rules, dilatory motions cannot be 
entertained. Ho closed by stating 
that the minority had no right fur- 
ther to delay the action of the House. 


Mr. Randall proceeded to reply to 


Mr. Keed. He admitted that the 
.rules of a legislative body were first 
for the orderly conduct of business, 
and next' for tho protection of the 
rights of the minority. In this latter 
point, he quoted from the ruling of 
the speakers of the English house of 
commons. He argued that, just as 
the constitution prescribed the man- 
ner in which it should be amended, 
so tho rules prescribed the manner 
in which they should be changed. 
As to his own decision in the elector- 
al count case, he put it on the ground 
that the law under which the hous» 
was then acting was greater than th& 
rules, and cut off dilatory motion* 
In the present case, however, there 
was no law interfering with the rules. 
As to Mr. Blaine's ruling, or rather 
dictum, Mr. Randall asserted that it 
had never been pressed, nor any ad- 
vantage taken of it, but that, on the 
contrary, efforts had been made on 
that occasion (when the civil rights 
bill was under consideration) to sus- 
pend the rules so as to cut off dila- 
tory motions, but without success, so 
that, after Blame's dictum, it had 
been conceded that only by a two- 
thirds vote could dilatory motions be 
cut off. In conclusion, he justified 
the action of the minority in this 
contested election. 


Speaker Keifer, deciding 
Mr. 


Reed's point of order, said the com- 
mittee on rules clearly had the right 
to report at any-time any changes o( 
the rules they deem wise. It would; 
lie observed that the right had been' 
reserved to the house to order them 
all set aside. The question was, are 
the rules to be so construed as toi 
give to the minority of the house the' 
absolute"right to prevent a quorum' 
and the majority from making a new 
cole, or providing for the mode of

tion, whethe^ when the question of 
changing'the rules was before the 
house, the rules should be so con- 
strued us virtually to prevent the 
change.

Sheriff Timberlake and 
Police Commissioner Craig, of Kan- 
sas CityT and an attorney represent- 
ing the James family, accompanied 
by Frank James and three of his 
friends, were in St. Louis on Friday 
and Saturday. 
It is stated that 


Frank James has nominally surren- 
dered to Sheriff Timberlake under a 
flag of fence, and that Governor 
Crittenden lias promised full and 
unconditional pardon to the famous 
outlaw. Sheriff Timberlake was reg- 
istered here at a hotel under an as 
snmed name, but was recognized by 
a reporter, and both he and Police 
Commissioner Craig and an attorney 
admitted that negotiations were 
pending for Frank James' pardon. 
They were in St. Louis for the ex- 
press purpose of meeting Governor 
Crittenden on his return from New 
York, but the latter passed right 
through to Jefferson City. They 
further stated that the delay in ne 
gotiations 
is occasioned by the 


friends of Frank James insisting 
that full pardons should also be se 
cured from the governors of Minne 
sola and Texas, where the "outlaw is 
under the ban of law, and steps are 
now being taken to that end. These 
pardons arc necessary for fear tha 
Crittenden's successor might deliver 
up Frank James on a requisition 
from either of said states. There 
scarcely a doubt that the negotiation 
will be successfully consummated.

The 
ages of applicants ranged from 18 to 82 
years; time taught,from ocetenn to four- 
teen years; number of counties represent- 
ed, 5; number of recommendations count- 
ed by board (including certificates from 
other counties) 91, not counting the ap- 
plicants' verbal recommendations ot 
themselves. Some ^>f the latter were ex- 
ceedingly annulling to the humorous 
board. We quote a few. Over one aoh'c- 
itor's applicant had "licked the biggeat 
block-headed boy in the community," 
but when the board illustrated that the 
district possessed a "big gal" who was 
very unruly and who would neither be 
licked nor dismissed, the anxious appli- 
cant innocently said that he always made 
"love to such big girls as that." Moral: 
Piatt county may now post notices of his 
coming, as the board directed him on the 
Terre Haute road. 


Another from a sister state replied,when 


interrogated as to what could be his ob- 
ject in teaching for $30 and paying W 
per week for board, that, "lallus make 
it a rule to get on the good side of the 
neighbors, and in a week or two after I 
commence, I eat most of my hash among 
the children of the schools; this brings 
my board bill down to about a dollar a 
week, and I can make as much at that as 
anything else." "But," suggested the 
board, "Yon must take two or three good 
school journals, read the newspapers, at- 
tend teachers' meetings, etc." "Oh, I 
don't read any of these new tangled 
things," said he, "but simply [tend to my 
business." 


Fellow teachers, that school will be va- 


cant some time yet. The board will yet 
select a good teacher, but self-commen- 
dation is lost on the desert air when pre- 
sented to it. 


In the above instance we have token 


especial pains to find out concerning the 
number of applications mode by some of 
these teachers. We find that three of the 
number hod applied in quite a number of 
places. They hod presented the same 
recommendations and gone through the 
same form of application. What will 
these teachers do if they are elected at a 
hah* dozen different places to fill the same 
term? Will they fulfill all their engage- 
ments? Will they select the school that 
pays $30 or the one which pays 806? 
Are they teaching on business principles 
or on the "Peter Funk" plan? 


Now we object to allthis. The teacher 


has the right to apply for any situation 
which he maydeatie, but he cannot fill 
more than one position at a time. How 
many definite applications should he 
make? Certainly but one. If more than 
one they should be on conditions. The 
teacher should be strictly honest in his 
proposals to a board. It the application 
is his thirteenth, is he, or can he be in 
earnest about it? Let the better class of 
teachers who have the good of the 
school at heart use their influence to 
break np this practice. Let the applica- 
tions be in a business like manner and in 
good faith. Let school boards give the 
cold shoulder to these promiscuous appli- 
cations. Many schools have lost excel- 
lent teachers by the influence ot these 
unbnainess like transaction)). Let every 
one cry down this evil.

Died at a Ripe Old Affe. 


During Monday the EBPDBLICAN re- 


ceived a coll from Mr. Jesse W. DeLong, 
a farmer of Whitmore township, this 
county, who lately returned from Denni- 
son, Tuscarawos county, Ohio, where he 
had been called on account of the dan- 
gerous illness of his aged father, Jesse 
DeLong, who was born near Dennison 
on-May 10,1776, and waa in the 107th 
year of his age when he died on May 15, 
1882.

"How" to Tom and marched off to- 
wards the car shops. He went in as the 
boys were sitting around eating lunch, 
and handed it to a big Irishman who had 
a monkey wrench in his hand. The 
Irishman read it out loud to the boys, 
and the crowd went for the Indian. The 
Irishman scalped him with the monkey 
wrench, a blacksmith tore his blanket 
off, and as the ImCan started to ran, the 
whole crowd broke after him. He was 
kicked by about forty different sized 
booto, hit by as many tin pails, in as 
many different places, doused with dirty 
water, and as he passed Tom's office he 
was the worst looking, and the most 
frightened Indun that ever was seen in 
Omaha.
